King George re-opened parliament to- 
day with the stirring declaration that 
it is the duty of the British empire 
to fight on until peace can. he con- 
cluded upon just and honorable terms. 


The royal address made it known 


that anpther imperial conference has 
been called for debate upon imestions 
of common interest to the integral 
l,arts of the empire. 


King George expressed confidence

soldiers in the field and the people I 
at home. 


The address was concluded with an 


appeal for divine blessing upon the 
future labors of parliament.

First, tiere is 
the liberty of the individual to choose for himself his own career, to act 
without political dictation fiom t'-e 81,10.
